The Bonds of Empire 


Loyalty to- the British Empire; ¢f 
Which Great Britain Is 
Only One Part 


Never before has there been a part- 
nership of great nations, united in 
one political system, yet with a sin- 
gle tice—the Throne to which each 
gives allegiance. In this the Prince 
was fortunate in the moment of nis 
visit. The principle of equality of na- 
tionhood within the British Empiie 
was slowly attaining recognition be- 
fore the war—superseding that other 
conception of the Empire as a “Mo- 
ther Country” with a number of 
daughter states. The war revealed it 
as the bond which holds the empire 
together—a bond so tangible that it 
seems negligible to foreign observers, 
yet potent as no other bond could be. 
We doubt, as we have said often 
since the armistice, whether the prin- 
ciple of Dominion equality with Great 
Britain is yet thoroughly understood 
here. The Prince yesterday warned 
Great Britain against failure to un- 
derstand it. “The people in the Old 
Country must understand that the pa- 
triotism of the Dominions is national 
patriotism, and not mere loyalty to 
Great Britain. It is loyalty to their 
British institutions; it is loyalty to 
the world-wide British system of life 
and government; and it is, above Bio 


loyalty to the British Li of 
which Great Britain, like the Domin- 
ions, is only one part.”

The story of the bravery and sacri- 
fice during the war of 16-year-old 
——= Ekaterina Teodoroiu—the Roumanian 
Jean d’Arc—a girl scout, who was 
killed in action, was told by Major 
Livius D. Teiusamau, military attache 
ofthe Roumanian Legation at Wash- 
ington, in an address before the Man- 
hattan Council of Boy Scouts. 

The Major, who is the head of the 
Boy Scouts of Roumania, said that at 
the beginning of the war his country 
had 50,000 boy and girl scouts.

Sunflowers all over Alberta, big 
golden sunflowers nodding and sway- 
ing in the summer breezes, acres and 
acres of sunflowers dotted over the 
province; patches of sunflowers on 
every farm from the southern bound- 
ary to the north through the so-called 
dry belt, in the irrigated areas, where- 
ever oats and peas do not grow in 
great abundance, there will the sun- 
flower flourish. 

The mission of the sunflower will 
be to make a dozen dairy cattle grow 
where only one was found before. 
It will enlarge the dairy herds of Al- 
berta, it will transform its golden 
lustre into fragrant butter and rich, 
creamy milk. 

Such was the message brought to 
the dairymen of Alberta, at Edmon- 
ton, this week. Not only will the 
sunflower cause Alberta milk to flow 
more abundantly but it will prove a 
step in the direction of producing milk 
at a cheaper cost, declared G, H. Tut- 
ton, animal industry for the C.P.R., 
and president of the Western Canada 
Livestock Association. Mr, Hutton 
reviewed in graphic style the experi- 
ments carried on at the C.P.R. dem- 
onstration farm at Strathmore, in 
growing sunflowers for silage, and in 
the results already obtained in feed- 
ing them to dairy cattle. 

Summarized, these experiments 
show that sunflowers will yield some 
12,000 pounds per acre, as compared 
with between five and six thousand 
pounds of corn or oats and peas per 
acre, Sunflower silage has proven to 
be equal pound for pound to the sil- 
age from oats and peas or corn, and 
one acre of sunflowers will winter 
feed five or six dairy cattle as com- 
pared with the yield of two or three 
acres in hay or light oats to keep 
One cow in food for one winter.

China’ s Cunipaizn 
Against Opium 


Orders Given by the Civil Governor | 


To Stop the Traffic In 
This Drug 

The International Anti-Opium As- 
sociation, Pcking, has received a copy 
of a list presented to Mr, Chu, Civil 
Governor of Tsinanfu, showing the 
number of dealers in morphia in that 
leity. The list, which is practically 
seven feet long, contains the names 
and addresses of 39 Chinese dealers, 
52 Japanese, and five Russians, Ord- 
ers have been given by the Civil Gov- 
ernor to stop the traffic in this drug, 
but, of course, these apply only to 
the Chinese dealers, Many Chinese 
shops have been raided and closed, 
but no response has yet been received 
as to what action will be taken ag- 
ainst the Japanese and Russians by 
their respective authorities. 

The Tsinan branch of the Inter- 
national Anti-Opium Association 
made representations to the Japanese 
consul, who expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the work done by the asso- 
ciation and promised his sympathetic 
support, but he remarked that China 
was responsible for the stopping of 
the drug. He was of the opinion that 
while it was casy to deal with the 
common people, it was not so casy 
to deal with the upper classes and the 
officials, who were considerable users. 
As long as they were not dealt with 
there would be a considerable traffic. 


Briquette Plant 
Being Installed 


Fresh Step in the Development of 
Lignite Fields in Saskatchewan 

Considerable progress 1s now being 
made with the instalment of the plant 
for the making of briquettes at Bien- 
fait, near Estevan, Tenders are now 
being called by the Dominion govern- 
ment for the erection’ of the new 
buildings at Hudson Bay Mine, 

The erection of the plant will be 
proceeded with as early as possible 
in the spring for the lignite utilization 
board. It is the intention of the 
board to have lignite briquettes on 
the market by August. The plant will 
cost in the neighborhood of $400,000. 

The construction of the plant at 
Hudson Bay Mine is the first step 
in the development of the lignite 
fields of Saskatchewan, which, it is 
stated, will give winter employment 
to hundreds of people in the province, 


Overtures of Soviets

A wireless dispatch from Moscow 
says that when the Soviet commissary 
of foreign affairs dispatched notes re- 
cently to the United States, Japan and 
Rumania, offering them peace with

‘Can Supplement 
Paper Pulp Shortag 


a ‘The demand for high grade paper 


pulp has never been greater than it is 
today, etirrent demand is in excess 


of the offered supply, and prices, 
higher than ever before, are decidedly 
on the up-trend. Meanwhile the pa- 
per industry is undergoing a boom, an 
increase of as much as one hundred 
per cent. in the higher grades of pa- 
per manufacture in Canada being the 
actual experience of some Canadian 
manufacturers. On the American 
continent the demand in these lines 
is not being met by the supply, and 
a great deal more business could be 
done by the paper manufacturers if 
the raw material were forthcoming. 
Cotton rags are selling as high as 
fifteen cents a pound, and high qual- 
ity material from which paper can be 
made comparable with cotton rag con- 
tent paper should readily command as 
much as $300 per ton. The United 
States daily consumes over 1,000 tons 
of high grade papers. Canada manu- 
factures about 250,000 tons of high 


* grade bleached pulp, a large propor- 


tion of which is exported to the Unit- 
ed States. It takes somewhat over 
one and a half cords of pulpwood to 
make one ton of pulp, and the de- 
mands on our forests consume some 
20,000 acres of pulp wood limits per 
year, in which connection it is inter- 
esting to note that it takes from fifty 
to one hundred years to grow a spruce 
tree suitable for pulp production. Tim- 
ber limits are rapidly increasing in 
value, and with the rapid depletion of 
fie forests lumbering operations must 
every year go further back from 
transportation lines. 

This situation is of direct interest 
to the western farmer, because he is 
annually wasting about one million 
tons of raw materia! from which it 
has been proved that a paper pulp 
can be made convertible into a high 
grade paper comparing well with the 
linen rag product, for which price and 
demand are today higher than ever 
before. The material referred to is 
flax straw, at the present time burned 
and wasted wherever flax is grown 
for linseed, the straw crop therefore 
representing a dead loss to the far- 
mer, In the 1919: issue of the Month- 
ly Bulletin of Agricultural Statistics, 
published by the Dominion Govern- 
ment at Ottawa, we read: “Another 
question of direct economic interest is 
the possibility of utilizing the linseed 
straw in Western Canada, which so 
far has been found useless, and is

Crops such as those of 1918 and 
1919 would each yield over 1,000,000 
tons of straw, capable of producing 
over 100,000 tons of pulp. Canada 
today manufactures annually 250,000 
tons of high-grade pulp, practically all 
for export to the U.S.A, . 

Practically all of this flax is grown 
for linseed. It is well known that flax 
cultivation for this purpose is an en- 
tirely different farming proposition 
from growing flax for fibre. For fibre 
flax a special seed must be selected, 
and the crop is closely sown to en- 
courage long, slender growth of straw 
with small tops. Special cultivation, 
harvesting methods and subsequent 
treatment of the straw must be re- 
sorted to, 

The question of growing flax for 

fibre to replace the great shortage 
from which Europe is now suffering, 
though also a problem of the first im- 
portance to the Canadian West, is an 
entirely different problem from that 
now under consideration, viz., utiliz- 
lation of the present supply of straw 
for paper pulp. With linseed flax, 
Canadian common seed is used sparse- 
ly sown to encourage plants to de- 
velop large tops; the flax is cut at a 
later stage of its growth, and thresh- 
ed for its seed. The resulting straw 
is too short, broken and brittle for 
use in the textile trades, and has hith- 
erto been piled alongside the thresh- 
er and burnt. 

It is this identical straw, just as it 
is today piled from the thresher, 
which can be utilized by the process 
now described. Emphasis is here laid 
on the fact that no new methods of 
flax cultivation are involved. The 
straw of flax grown today from Can- 
adian seed, under Canadian climatic 
conditions is used, just as it is today 
accumulated by the Western farmer 
in the ordinary process of linseed flax 
cultivation, What is required is co- 
operative action on the part of the 
farmer to haul and deliver the straw 
to centrally located tow mills at reas- 
onable cost. , 

A canvass of the principal flax- 
growing farmers will probably be un- 
dertaken next season, to determine 
the possibilities in this regard. Clear- 
ly, the supply of straw and its cose 
are the basic factors which affect the 
whole. commercial possibilities of the

While the Dominion Government has 
left to the provinces the protection 
of the gante, fur-bearing animals, and 
other wild life within their respective 
territories, it.is nevertheless respon- 
sible for the protection of the wild 
life over an enormous portion of Can- 
ada, namely, the Northwest Territor- 
ies, Yukon Territory, and in the Do- 
minion parks, To carry out our na- 
tional obligations with respect to the 
treaty with the United States for the 
protection of migratory birds, it has 
also assumed the guardianship of our 
migratory birds; this is being under- 
taken: with the practical co-operation 
of the provincial governments. The 
legislation governing these niatters is 
administered by the Minister of the 
Interior, To supervise the enforce- 
ment of this legislation, and to advise 
on such matters affecting the conser- 
vation of wild life as might be referr- 
ed to the Government, there was ap- 
pointed two years ago, on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister of the In- 
terior, an advisory board on wild life 
protection, which is composed of a 
representative from each of the de- 
partments concerned in wild life con- 
servation, namely the Departments of 
the Interior, Agriculture, Mires (Geo- 
logical Survey), Indian Affairs, and 
the Commission of Conservation, The 
chief activities of this advisory board 
up to the present have been the draft- 
ing of the legislation under the Mi- 
gratory Birds Treaty and the revision 
of the Northwest Game Act, — C, 
Gordon Hewitt.

In the British House 


Lady Astor Makes a Strong_Apptal 
* for Drastic Reform 

Lady Astor made her maiden 
speech in the British Parliament re- 
cently during the course of a debate 
on the subject of liquor. 

Sir John Reese, Unionist for East 
Nottingham, in a brilliant and witty 
speech, urged the removal of the ex- 
isting war restrictions on the liquor 
trade, 

“T know that strong forces are ar- 
rayed against me,” he said, “and that 
there is a rod in pickle for me, but 
I shall be prepared to kiss the rod.” 

Lady Astor followed Sir John, and 
although at first she was nervous, 
she was soon speaking with confi- 
dence and in a clear voice which. rang 


through the house to the large and 
friendly audience, 
Lady Astor said control of the 


liquor traffic, for which she pleaded 
strongly, was in the interests of the 
children. 

“I am aware,” she said, “that this 
country does not desire prohibition; 
and I am not working for that. I am 
certain that the country is ripe for 
drastic drink reforms, and I want to 
see that the drink submarine does 
not torpedo the prime minister and 
that he is master in his own house.” 
(Cheers and laughter greeted this 
sally.) 

Vigorously attacking Reese and his 
supporters, and accusing them of 
constantly kicking during the past 
years against the drink control board, 
she exclaimed amid cheers. “What 
did they do during the great war? 
Had they not a pretty record?” 

Lady Astor concluded with a fer- 
vent appeal for reform, saying: 
“Drink promises everything, but gives 
nothing, and I beg the house not to 
look upon me as either a crank or a 
lunatic; because I am only trying to 
speak for thousands of women and 
children who cannot speak for them- 
selves,” 

She was warmly cheered upon re- 
Buming her seat. The members 
crowded around and congratulated 
her,

| Liquor ‘Question Debated 


Great Britain 
Bears Burden Of © 


War-Weary World 


Nowhere, we believe, and least of 
all in Canada, is there any desire to 
minimize the effective part played by 
the United States in the Great War. 
It is recognized and universally: ac- 
knowledged that the entry of the 
great republic.into the war on the 
side of the allies had a tremendous 
moral effect—it disheartened Germany 
and forced conyiction on the German 
army, government and people that in 
the end they must acknowledge de- 
feat, and to that extent helped to has- 
ten the German surrender, On the 
other hand, it put new life and energy 
into the war-weary and war-burdened 
peoples of Europe, and more particu- 
larly of France and Italy, It is recog- 
nized, too, and cheerfully acknow- 
ledged, that the throwing of tlie enor- 
mous financial and material resources 
of the United States into the struggle 
was a potent factor, while the Ameri- 
can army did excellent work after it 
got to France. 

The United States alone did not win 
the war, but it certainly assisted 
greatly towards achieving victory and 
most assuredly helped to shorten the 
terrible struggle. A report issued by 
the French Government is, however, 
most interesting and illuminative as 
revealing how helpless the United 
States army would have been in the 
closing days of the war in 1918 had it 
depended solely on its own govern- 
ment for supplies and equipment, 

The items of the report show that 
there were handed over by the French 
Government to Pershing 57,000 ma- 
chine guns, 222,500 rifles, 807,000 pro- 
tection equipments, 2,800 revolvers, 
3,800 airplanes, 3,834 cannon of all cal- 
ibres, 240 tanks, 206,450,000 cartridges, 
10,000,000 high explosive shells, 948,- 
000 gas shells, 150 tons of gas, 136,881 
horses, 15,000 officers in France and 
500 in America, 17 camps, 6 artillery 
camps, 43 barracks, over 2,900 square 
miles of cantonments, 30,000 hospital 
beds, 100,000 rooms for sick soldiers, 
and 300 trains per day. Counting in 
all the supplies, along with enormous 
quantities of food, wood, and gasoline 
from French stocks, the report. com- 
putes that French aid to the U 


507 maritime tons, French computa- 
tion, of the percentage of French ma- 
terial used by the American expedi- 
tionary force, in comparison with to- 
tals of 100 per cent. for light and 
heavy artillery and tanks, 98 per cent, 
for airplanes, 57 per cent. for naval 
guns, while of the 65,000,000 shots 
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fired by American gunners from the 
75's and 155’s, every shell came out of 
French factories, 

Turning to the financial side of the 
account, it is to be noted that some 
United States papers are making a 
great howdy-do over the fact that the 
United States. during ‘the past five 
years loaned $9,450,000,000 to the 
allies. This isbeing hailed by them 
as an unparalleled feat in finance, and 
they make the claim that it estab- 
lishes the United States as the 
world's greatest creditor nation, 

No one will question that such 
loans constitute a remarkable achieve- 
ment even for a nation of over one 
hundred millions of people. But 
great as it is, it is out-distanced by 
Great Britain’s record, Sturdy John 
Bull got into the fighting right at the 
outset, wholly unprepared as he was 
for the enterprise upon which he em- 
barked. For a non-military old gen- 
tlemen he put armies of millions of 
men in the field, carried on the war 
in all parts of ‘the world, kept the 
seas of the globe clear of the enemy, 
supplied his allies with foodstuffs, mu- 
nitions and money, and kept this up 
for years before the United States 
entered the war, and while the latter 
}country was accumulating vast re- 
serves of wealth at the expense of the 
fighting nations, Great Britain, with 
ja population of approximately 45,000,- 
000 people, was thus impoverishing 
herself while the United States, with 
its more than 100,000,000 people, was 
waxing rich and prosperous. 
| Great Britain became a heavy bor- 
{rower in the United States, to the ex- 
tent of something like $4,250,000,000, 
|But Great Britain, while borrowing 
from the States, loaned $8,700,000,000, 
or more than twice the total of her 
borrowings, to her other allies, In 
other words, with less than half the 
population, Great Britain loaned al- 
most as much to her allies as did the 
United States. Long before the allies 
have liquidated their indebtedness to 
;him, John Bull will have paid off ev- 
ery cent he owes the United States, 
| The truth is, as one Ontario paper 
puts it, that John Bull is a sturdy
